recalls the

underestimated in 
of the World W ar, 
and 
some of 
the history of 
that 
struggle against slavery is 
nearly 
forgotten. 
It has remained for a newspaper

historical turn of mind

Civil and World W ars that contains 
revelations startling to

The story appeared recently in 
the Philadelphia Public Ledger w rit­ 
ten by Clarence Edward MacCartney, 
and is given her** as told in his own 
words;
